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Y laft brought the Introduétion 
tothe Publick Affairs, down to 
the Original of our prefent di- 
ftinGtion between “igh.Church and Low- 
Church, I place it in the Sober, Serious, 
and contidering Gentlemen of the Church 
of England, refufing to join with their fu- 
rious Neighbours in Perfecution, and run- 
ning dows not the Diffenters only, buteven 
the whole Settlement and Cor ftitution. 
For I muft be allow’d to tell thefe Gen- 
tlemen, we cafl High-Church, that their Ex- 
travigancies did not point at the Diffenters 
alone, but at all our Settlement, Revolu- 
tion, Succeffion, and every thing that ex- 
cludes the bopes of a certain Party, which all 
the Nation declar’d againft 5 and ’tis a par- 
ticular Satisfaétion to the Diffenters, or at 
~ leaft ought to be fo, that in all Cafes, where- 
in their Liberty has been firnck at,the fame. 


Party, and even in the fame Actions, have 
levell’d the Defigns, both at them, andat 
the whole Confticption and Settlement of 
this Nation 5 and my entring now upon 
the Enqviry into the State of the Nation, 
is plainly upon this very Defign, and with 
this Refolution, to trace the Foot-fteps of 
this Party, and difcover, that let their Pre- 
tences be really what they will, they all 
are pointed at rhe Overthrow of the Set- 
tlement of this Nation, both in Matters 
of Government and Religion. 

In purfuing this, I thall neceffarily fPew 
the Connexion of their Defigns one with 
another., and makeit appear, that all the 
Methods they take, even inthe Greateft 
Variety, have their Rife in the fame Defign, 
tend tothe fame End, and are casried on by 
the fame Party, 
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I forefee ftrong Oppofition in this At+ 
tempt, and fome Danger, but no Difficulty 3 
and therefore I fhall let my Reader, fee a 
a fhort Scheme of this Work, the Ground- 
Plat of my prefent Undertaking, and the 
Reafons of it. 

I begin with the Reafons, and they are 
taken from the prefent Praétice of a Set 
of Men among us, who having run thro’ 
the full length of mannaging JU themfelves, 
and attempting to Ruine and Deftroy thofe 
that mend2d their Miftakes, are now Embark’d 
ina new Method, of buoying up their Ex- 
piring Hopes, and this is by Slander, Ca- 
lumny, and Mifreprefentation of the Pub- 
lick Affairs. 

* fis manifeft, when they had the Publick 
Miniftry of the Nation in their Hands, they 
would come into no Meafures themfelves, 
they would hearken to no Mediums, accept 
of no Propofals, co Regulate and Afcertain 
their Proceedings, buc run on to Embroil 
us at Home and leffen us Abroad; and 
brought things to fuch a pafs, that the Go- 
vernment was even reduc’d to a Neceflity 
of Disbanding them. 

Should I run back to all their Unhappy 
Proceedings, and draw a Plan of their 
Condu&, what Work muft I make, and 
what a Pidture muft I draw? Here would 
appear ftrange things, that Pofterity would 
be a littke amaz’d at; and certainly the End 
of the late Reign, and the beginning of 
this, fet in a true Light, would leave thofe 
Gentlemen fomething to Bluth at, and 
that they would chofe to forget, rather 
than Attempt to Defend 5 and I fhall not 
go far to the Particulars, 

Here I muft examine, by whofe Condué 
the Aid of 10000 Men, ftipulated by An- 
tient Leagues with the Dutch, tobe fur- 
nifh’d when ever they were Invaded by the 
French, were fo long delay’d, and left un- 
certain at the beginning of this War, as 
drove the Dutch and ustoo. to the Neceffity 
of that Unhappy Amument to the French ; 
T mean, acknowledging the King of Spain? 

Here Imuft examine, by whofe Mifma- 
nagement, the Elector of Bavaria was loft, 
and all Flanders deliver’d into the Hands of 


the French , the Towns that had Coft uch 
Immenfe Quantities of Blood and Treafure 
to be Expended, be loft in a Moment, 
and the Flower of the Dutch Infantry, to fall 


into the Hands of the Enemy, even inthe — 


beginning of that War; while that Prince, 
who feem’d ¢o ftand ready to, who bid 
moft for fome Months, was wholly neg- 
leéted here, andthe fair Offers, which, as { 
have been inform’d, were made in his Be- 
half, flighted ? 

Here I muft examine, by whole Negli- 
gence the King of Portugal was loft tor near 
two Years, and vaft Suns of Money Exe 


pended, as wellas great Opportunities a- — 


gainlt Sprin loft, betore that i alfe {tep could 
he recover’d, to the giving Philip V. Lei- 
fureto root his Intereft in the Kingd..m of 
Spain, and take an uninterupted Poffeffion 
of that waft Monarchy ? 

Here J fhould be obliged to Reproach 
fome body, with reeéting the Propofal of 
Affiting and in time Relieving the Brave 
Camifars, upon that weak Party-Pretence, 
that it was not Honourable to Encourage 
Subje&ts to Rebel again(t their Prince, tho’ 
the Prince they Fought again{t, was not 
only in openWar with us,but Pradlis’d the very 
fame thing at the fame time in Hungary a- 


gain{t the Emperor 5 not to infife upon his ha- 


ving (toop’d fo low, aseven to Encourage 


Affafinations and Confpiracies here, both 
againft the Perfon of the late King, and 
the Government of this Nation ? 

I muft further here examine, who Dif 
courag’d early Propofals, for Attempts up- 
on the Spani{h WeftJndies , both Publick,when 
my Lord P rougb, had undertaken to 
go with our Fleet, and privately by fuch 
Undertakers, as with the Proteétion of the 
Government, would effeétually have Sup- 
planted the growing Trade ot the French 
there 5 by which they bring immente Trea- 
{ures Home to their own Ports by Trade, 
and to their Government by their Poliricks; 
while we Patiently fit ftill and fee our 
Commerce Ruin’d, and have no fhare ina 
Trade, which brings the French twenty 
for one. 


Shou'd Igo hack to examine thefe things, 
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what Wretched Politicians, would fome 
People, who talk much of themfelves that 
way,appear ? And what Account would they 
give of their Publick Stewardfhip, that Ca 
vill’d at the Treaty of Partition, and {cru 
pled the fhare alotted the French, chat 
they might let it go altogether, and Fight 
after their Fafhion tor it atterward? [ nat loft 
Spain, ta fave our Turley Trade, and Jet 
the French teize America, tor the Encourage- 
ment of our Manufaétures ? 

But having touch’d at chefe things which 
with a fad tieart, every Englifiman muft 
Refle& upon ; I pafSon to the better turn 
of Affaigs, which by Her Majefty’s Con- 
du&, and the Prudence of her Counfellors, 
has been fince given to this almoft Ruin’d 
Nation. 

And firt I muft obferve, that thefe Gen- 
tlemen having brought things to this pafs, 
the War going on under vaft Difadvantages 
Abroad, efpecially at Sea, and in /taly, and 
Spain, ayet more Unhappy War began at 
Home, which brought this Kingdom to 
the very brink of Deftruétion. 

And tho’ this was a War of Intrigue, 
‘and was carried on by Pen and Ink, Ptor, 
Counfel, and Cabal, and not by Sword and 
Gun: ; yet I believe it will be allaw’d me, 
it was a Fatal Strife, and was grown up 
tofuch heighth, that it involv’d the whole 
Nation, and the Party-Flame had almoft 
burnt up all our Peace. 

In this Condition we ftood entirely Em- 
broil’d, Difputing, Preaching, Printing one 
another into all manner of Exceffes, Raille- 
ry, Lampoons, Inveétives, and Eternal Re- 
proachings of one another, fill’d the Mouths 
of all Parties, and all Men might fee there 
was a Storm a coming, which wherefoever 
it fell, would caufe an Inundation, fatal 
to one fide or another, if not at laft to 
both. 

Her Majefty (aw with Concern the Ap-

pos'd with moving Exfortations to Union, 
with Arguments that would have prevail’d 


upon any People, that were not Ovei- 


wheim’d with Irrecencileable Animofities 5 


‘but we are not a Nation to be led by En- 
_ treaties, and "twas to ne purpofe, even for 


the Queen her felf to talk of Peace, where 
provok’d Parties feem’d to deciare, una- 
voidable Deftruétion to one another. 

Her Majefty therefore, found all her Mo- 
deration rejetted, and to ber Mortificati- 
on, the People that abhor’d Peace, flew 
In the Face of Majefty it (lf, and atfron- 
ted their very Sovereign for the Propofal 5 
to fuch a heighth was the Party-Rage ar- 
riv’d in this Nation. 

I'am forry to Repeat theft things ; and 
looking back on the fad Profpe&t, makes 
@ Melancholy Writer, and when Honeft 
Men view it, there muft be Melancholy 
Readers; for who that has any Concern for 
his Native Country, can look back on the 
Difafters, that fo apparently threaten her 
Ruine, without Regret, and without a jatt 
Concern at the Dangers of the Nation ¢ 

Iknow I have been told, and expeét i¢ 
again, that I thought the matter over, 
the Vietory gain’d, and that Peace and 
Conftitution had prevail’d over Faétion and 
Parties, and that the Party being down, I 
had no more to fay; and indeed J own the 
Bill ; 1 really thought, Truth had made fome 
Impreffion upon the Minds of People, and 
that at laft they would have been Taught 
by the general Experience and Nacure of 
Things, that they were in the wrong, and 
thae Peace at Home, and Union of Chari 
and Intereft, were the only things woul 
fave us. f 

But I have Liv’d to find my felf mifta- 
ken 5 I haveheld my Peace feveral Months; 
I have entfed upon the weighty Subjeét o 
Trade, from which I had madea long Di- 
greffion, and in which Ikad bhopesto make 
this Paper particularly ufeful. 

But Silence, and declining to Expofe 
them, has been fo far from obliging them 
to Peace, that the Example hasbeen ta- 
ken for a Decay of Power; and fhowin 
them the way how to have done, has pofe 
feft them with th Vanity of thinking our 
Matter Exhaufted; tho’ if they would Ree 
fle&t, they could mot but feethe jufe Ad- 
vantages they daily give, for a very 
Common Judgment, toCenfure their moft 
imtoterable Behavionr. 

Wherefore I think my felf oblig’d, aie 
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thefe Gentlemen Affault the Government, 
the Queen, the Miniftry, the Church, and 
the General Peace, once more to Apply 
my felt, to undeceive the World in the Ab- 
furdities and mo‘t intolerable Infolencies 
of thefe Menof Clamour and tury, and if 
any Man enguires my Reafors, I refer 
bim toMr. J sy Mr. L - fly, 
Dr.B——2,Mefheurs of the Memorial,and all 
the relc of thofe People, that inf-ead of 
a Ceflarion, are become the daily Aggrel- 
fors of a renew'd Difpute. 

As to thofe Gentlemen, who I think In- 
jire Trade, though chey precend otherwile, 
and are Unealie tnact chey are not \nfwer d, 
and talk‘dor in ‘his Paper, and have us‘d
